Propagation 

Propagation remains stable, typical of the bottom of the 
sunspot cycle. Solar flux hovers around 70, near its 
theoretical minimum. This low level of solar activity limits 
propagation on the high band to north-south openings, but 
permits good openings on 20, 30, and 40 meters. 
Fortunately, the geomagnetic field has been very quiet, 
giving DXers some good long-path and high-latitude 
openings. Signals are not strong, but definitely workable. 

The forecast is for more of the same, with no 
geomagnetic disturbances expected. 

There were actually a couple of small sunspots on the 
sun last week, the first in some time. Unfortunately, these 
are Cycle 22 spots; no new Cycle 23 spots have been noted 
recently, suggesting that we still have a ways to go before 
we see a significant increase in solar activity. Meanwhile, 
east- coast DXers can look for eastern openings in the 
morning while west-coast DXers can work into Europe in 
the early evening. The westward long-path into eastern 
Africa in the morning is well worth checking. Good 
hunting!

The DXCC backlog is essentially gone. As of the end 
of June, the DXCC desk faced a mere 53 unprocessed 
applications with 5,559 cards, a couple of days worth. In 
June they received 328 applications with 22,176 cards and 
processed 414 with 30,041 cards, well off the pace of the 
previous month. Most computerized applications are being 
turned around in a couple of days.
